A GOOD SUGGESTION 


In yesterday's article, I pointed out that in some: cases, the 
patient may refuse to admit he is well. Before any one. can enjoy 
the greatest possible’ good health, he must be willing to co 
that it is within his grasp—willing to admit it, to expect it. The 
patient must admit that he has health and strength, and all of those” 
things to which he is honestly entitled. 

At the same time, he must continue to follow a sensible diet, - 
to secure an adequate amount of exercise. He must persist in observ- 
ing those habits of living which bring health. When he, is_trying to 
live according to good rules, trying to learn how to improve. mentally. 
and physically, then there is no reason whatsoever not to. admit » 
that he is well. He must admit that health is his, admit it freely and 
willingly. As soon as he lives a clean,-wholesome life, he must. admit 
that he can become well. If he has not yet fully recovered, then he 
must admit that health is coming, while if he is sound and well jn 
every part, then he must admit that. health is flowing through every 
part of his body. Just getting to the point where he is’ willing to 
admit that he is wholly well, is an important point. There must be 
a — or “buts”—but just this deep, strong admission that all is 
well. 

Such an admission is in itself a powerful suggestion for good, 
it will reach the unconscious mind and bag gate that part of the mind. 
Even those who appear to have average health will improve by step- 
ping several times each day and saying, “I admit that I am well.” 
Get the feeling behind those words—get the feeling of béing as well 
at possible. Admit that you have an honest right to be strong and 
whole. 

Think about health, expect. to enjoy good health, and bp oes 
health to yourself. You may be sure that kind of thinking. will 
an expectant frame of mind—a frame of mind where yow-expect: 
results and admit those results when they come. You admit your 
power to be well, admit it both in the conscious and unconscious parts 
of your mind. Perhaps while you are giving yourself those geet sug- 
«estions about admitting how good you feel, you may be he ped by 
getting a picture of ‘disease as something ‘that is going away from 
you, and at the same. time, having a picture of health as some 
that is coming, or that is already within and filling every part. 
Perhaps you will be able to get that picture of your poe as flooded . 
with health-building forces just as.a wet garment. is flooded with 
water. Try to get these pictures and before you go to sleep. at ~ 
night, suggest to yourself that you admit that you are well. = _ 

Certainly, one of the. most important mental attitudes to assume 
is the attitude of admitting you are healthy. Admit you are healthy . 
right now. Sit down in the nearest chair and spend a few minutes - 
admitting you are well,.admit it with every part of you, and ‘ste 
how you are re-energized by that. Admit it whole-heartedly, without 
any resistance, without any reluctance. Make that good mn te 
yourself. There must be no'thought of trying to prove it, no ough 
of arguing about it—but just the sincere desire to admit to yourself
